Having read with great Interest “Recapper’a,” article on snipes, fe 
1 bur leave to follow his suggestions as to a comparison of notes w 
bct>^-cn different localities. I have shot the “darling bird" both y( 
East and West, but for comforrof shooting him and success in lii 
tu) doluir the West ia by far ahead of the Eoateru States; they are M 
more plentiful liere, and it accins to me Uiner. They are a very hi 
micerl^n bird, both as to localities and habit. One day you wlU si 
lied them plenty, and the next day the same ground is bare of si 
tlieni. 1 lived for several years within reach of as good snipe tl 
eround as there was to be found in the West, vli: Lake Horicon, 0 
WiscOMsiu, aud a marsh a few miles iu another direction called b 
Mud Lake, wltli also plenty of soft prairie meadows round about n 

that contained always a few brace. * 

’Squire Horace Smith, formerly of f'areat atul birmm, spent one g 
summer with me at this place. We used to go out almost every a 
(lay In the latter part of September and first of October and get h 
from ao to 40 brace every time. One day we went to Mud ^ke, w 

and we found the birds almost as thick as black birds. We killed g 

some thirty iu not much over a half hour, when a cold rain came v 
on, and as the 'Squire, did not want to get wet, we stopped and 1 
drove homo, but promising to try for them on the morrow. Ihat h 
ulght it cleared off and we had a sharp frost, and the next after- c 
noon when we struck tlie marsh, we did not find a half dozen c 
birds. J‘er cotitra, one time I was at my old home In Ohio on a j 
visit in December. 1 had my old Gordon setter Grant with me, c 
and was putting In my leisure afternoons in quail Bh(x>ttag on the 
Kllhuck bottoms. I was out one cold day just before Christmas, 
and besides getting a fair lot of quails, I got hungry; so almut 3 r. 

M 1 went to a faruicr'e lor a bite to eat. On showing him my 
birds he said there was a half dozen of curious long-billed birds 
at the foot of the hill near a spring. That was enough for me. 

I knew my old friend Snipe must be there. Now, the ground was 
frozen solid, and covered with several Inches of enow, but there 
were many springs that came out at the foot of the hills, and Uiey 
were not frozen. I caUed my dog to heel and went over the ridge, 
and sure enough, just at the first spring and among a dump of 
alders, out got a wisp of some eight or ten splendid fellows. 1 
made out to get two. They fell among the alders Md low 
shrubs, but in a lew iRluutes my dog had them retrieved, and 1 
found them to be very heavy and fat. The balance of the wisp 
ilew about tlilrty rods and dropped Into another spring hole. 1 
followed and got one more, when back they went to the first 
spring. To make a long story short, I kept Gist lot of snipes 
going backward and forward till I got them all all the. couiitry 
was frrrzen, but those two spring holes, and tJiey had 
staid there, too lazy or careless to migrate with their other 
friciids till I saved them the trouble. 1 never saw birds fatter, 
and when 1 got home at night and had two or three broiled and 
piping hot for my snpper, 1 felt better satisfied with my hunt than 
If 1 had killed lUty quails. 1 never saw before or since any snipes 
BO late In the season. 1 have such an affection for a snipe, that 
no matter what I am hunting, geese, ehlekeus, ducks (jr anything 
else, when I find a snipe I stop and pay attention to him. They 
are so delightfully uncertain when you cover one with your gun, 
he may not be there when you pull the trigger; and then, not 
every chap that talks dog and gun can get one when he tries, 
and as “Kecapper” says, their trick of coming back to light In 
the same place from where they started. Is unknown to many a 
sportsman. 1 have seen them start wild, circle about a few times 
and lly off finally clear out of sight, and Just as you were growl¬ 
ing to yourself about their being so wild, back they would wme 
and drop right Into the same spot. With us out here In the \\ os^ 
the spring shooting Is very uncertain. I have gone on to a mareh 
and after a few shots have seen all the snipes, apparently, on the 
marsh be on wing in the air above you, flying In the most fan^ 
tic manner, drumming with every descent they ma(le thr<}Ugh the 
air. I recollect one day of that kind of work, and finally some 
of them actually lit on the stakes of the fence and made a cack¬ 
ling noise, unlike anything I ever heard before. I know 
snipes, as I saw them rise, fly around and drum, and flnallj settle, 
and to make aU sure, 1 shot two of them. But such (^slons 
are poor for the sportsman, as he cannot usually get within 
to shrot. For our snipe-shooting here, a dog to retrieve Is about 
all that Is needed, as you can walk up your own birds and get 
nearer than they will allow a dog to come. Beside, there are 
few good snipe dogs In the West. The best 1 ever saw was one 
'Bqulre Smith had, Clyde by name, a fine bred Gordon, and as care¬ 
ts as a cat; when you put him on the snipe ground, rarely going 
off a walk, crouching and turning hU head eMh way to get t^ 
wind of his bird; a capital retriever too. I have often wen him 
point a snipe with a dead one In his mouth. I saw him once, 
while brining In a dead bird. Jump on to a low fence m coring 
to the ’^ulre; he stopped as dead still on the top ‘I'e 
If be WM carved out of stone, and turned his round to the 
eft where he nuug. ’Squire called me to look at him, and we 
actually stood some minutes and ‘he poor dog bang toere 
while we admired him; we then stepped forward and the snipe 
Jumped out within a few feet of him. We were so much Intel- 
esled In the performance of the dog that It took both of us to 
kUl the bird. I have seen snipes In the early morning, about 
sunrise, coming out of the reeds and cane like 
bUckbhds to feed on their favorite grounds In the 
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1 edge of the marsh; a favorite place for them at Horicon was a | 
pasture Held of large extent that had been much trodden over by 
the cattle, a person could walk over it iu shoes and not get their 
feet wet. An hour after It had been thoroughly shot over, it 
would be filled with a fresh supply of birds. The grass was not 
very high, and the soil a very black loam—this Is Autumn shoot¬ 
ing. There was u fine place along Uie line of the railroad cast of 
Madison, a marsh of a mile or more in extent—that was used for 
hay—rather soft, and an old pair of shoes with holes cut in the 
sides, was the best to wear on that ground, as you occasionally 
stepped Into a muskrat hole, and when you did, you thought 
there was no bottom. Some days birds were very plenty there. 
Due day ’Squire and a friend had been down there and brought 
back some sixty; they had not expected much shooting and had 
run out of ammunition; all excited, the ’Sejuire says, now 
‘Hack’ you go down with me to-morrow afternoon, and we will 
! get two hundrtai birds, for I never saw them so thick." I agreed, 
and the next afternoon found us on the marsh, but the birds had 
; had a call elsewhere, for they were scarce, still we had fair luck, 
we shot till sundown, and had a carriage come after us, so as to 
1 give us all the time on the ground; when we counted out at home 
s we had eighty-seven snipes, a good lot, but not what wo expected. 

I That day I made a shot that I have never been able to do since— 
b killed three birds at a double shot—It was In this wise, we had 
- concluded to quit and were walking toward the team when we 
i came to a little patch of water about a rod long with a good sup- 
1 ply of gross about it, where wc had always found a bird or two 
, every time w'C passed. 1 was standing with my back toward the

setting sun, looking at the mud hole, and longing for one more 
shot, when I saw in the distance three birds eoralng, I stood per¬ 
fectly still, they did not sec me at all but came directly on, as 
thev lowered their legs to settle on the soft ooze I threw up my 
gun, with my first motion they turned, and as by Intuition I mw 
that In another second two of them would cross each others 
flight, as they did so I gave them the right barrel, and brought 
the third down with the left, the first two could have been tov- 
ored with a handkerchief, and the third was only a few feet 
further on, all stone dead. The ’Squire saw the whole pertorm- 
ance, and walking up to me put out his hand, saying. Hock, 
old hoy, you have graduated.” He always claimed me m his 
pupil, and many is the “cussin’ ” he had given me about my 
shooting. It was more of a luqky shot than any Udng else, for 
I have never been able to repeat It. , . , t 

Snipe shooting Is good practice for a young shooter, for when a 
person shoote snipes he can pay no attention to anything else, and 
he must handle his gun deftly and quickly—then when tlie day s 
work Is over, what Is more satisfying than to tuck away three or 
four nice fat ones, cooked to a turn, under your waistcoat; you 
forget all about the mud and cold, and only recoiled, the gc^ 
shoU. A flue, fat, Fall snipe, nicely broiled Is, me better 

than any bird that flics; Uien he Is an eccentric chap—^ Jum)^ 

out of the place where you least looked for him, goes off on his 
own hook Just In the direction whore you least expect^ him to 
go, and If you wait a few seconds too long ho most probably wont 
stop when you shoot for him; but when you do got him down 
how carefully you pick him up, smooth down his beautiful brown 
plumage, and store him away genUy In your pocket with the 


knowledge Uint not every tyro could have done It as well as you 

A light 12-bore gun,. 7i lbs. weight, 3i drs. of powder and 14 

ounce of No. 9 shot, seems the best lor this work. A dog that 
retrieves Is also a great comfort, as many times your bird falls 
across a ditch or in some soft spot that would trouble you to get 
him, and when one is only wing-tipped he Is hard to find in the 
weeds and grass, as they look so tiear like the dead autumn 
foliage. One good thing about the “darling bird," he cannot be 
trapped nor slaughtered In large quantities by the pot-hunter, and 
we arc likely to have him with us for a long time to come, which 
cannot be said of other varieties of our game birds. They breed 
with us In this State (Wls.) but In such inaccessible places Oiat 
their nests are rarely disturbed—then their migrations are In the 
night time, and no person can fire into a flock and slaughter them 
by the dozens. Lung life to the brave little bird, and may 
“Recapper” and his Ilk, always have plenty of them to shoot Is 
Hackmetack’s wish. 

Fkmixixe Anglers Attacked by a Big Buck. Early in .\u- 
gust last, a fishing excursion was arranged for three young ladies 
from Brooklyn, who were spending their vacation w’lth some rela¬ 
tives who live near Gie Blooming Grove Park Association. Gn the 
morning of the excursion, the young ladies look an old boat and 
rowed out Into the water and anchored. They fished for several 
hours, and rowed once or twice around the pond, and then started 
to row across to the point from which they started. Near the cen¬ 
tre of the pond the head of a buck hove in sight The maidens 
took the situation as coolly as the circumstances would admit, 
and began to paddle with a will. But the animal gained upon 
them, and seeing that further efforts to reach the shore would be 
futile, they stopped paddling and prepared for an attack. And 
their preparations were not In vain; lor, slashing and plunging, 
and with eyes like balls of fire, the buck bore down upon them. 
When he was within a few feet of the boat, one with a piece of 
seat, and the others each with one of the oars, made a thrust at 
the buck’s head. The blows sent him under the water, but In an 
instant It shot up, and the buck planted his fore feet into the side 
of the boat, nearly capsizing It, and throwing Miss Dykinan and 
Miss Morgan out Into the pond. Miss Vail seized the opposite side 
of the boat and saved herself. The two girls now, each with one 
hand, seized the buck by the antlers, and clung to the boat with 
the other. Miss Vail began to bring heavy blows to bear upon 
the buck's head, but with little effect. The snorting monster 
swayed and plunged, yet the plucky girls maintained their hold 
and screamed. 

Within a few rods of the pond lives a German, who hearing 
their cries, hastened to the pond with his rifle.

But to return tu the rifle match itself. It has been suggested that the 
American victory is a victory of superior rifles, uot of superior marks¬ 
men. And, indeed. In the Sharp rifle the Americans seem to have at 
lost secured a match rifle which (or accuracy at long ranges Is unsur- 
poased perhaps unequalled. That is a fad. however, which is uot 
creditable to us. For the Inst llfteon years our experts have been en¬ 
caged in endeavoring tn obtain the best itosslble long range rifle, yet 
oera are the Ainerlcms. with whom long range shooting has not been 
in vogue four years, producing u rifle better, they allege, than we have 
been able tu produce sflor fifteen years' close experience. Of course it 
will be urged that American guiimakers have had the advauinge of our 
experience to guide them, ann that they have In^reallty staned from 
the point St which we left off. Nevertheless, ibe fact still remsms 
that the Americans with only four yeors’ experience of long range 
sboollug are able lo best us both lu rifle's and marksmen, tb«>ugU we 
have bud fifteen years' experience. The sudden growth and rapid 
spread of the Usfe for long range shooting in America ate very re¬ 
markable, and prove that the Americans must all along have bod a 
latent, nudeveloped aptitude for marksmanship, which only required 
lo be called into existence lu become universal. Years ago. Indeed, the 
Americans bad a reputation ns rifle shots, and the explufis of the Hen- 
tocky backwo 'dsioau and huutor are familiar to all readers of Kent- 
more Cooper U might have been expected that the civil war would 
have developed anyTatent taient for shooting which the Aiuerb aus 
possessed, but It does not seem lo have done so. There was no re¬ 
markable display of marksmanship either ou the Federal or Confed¬ 
erate side. Nor after the war, when the peacefal contests at Wimble¬ 
don bad made the reoowu of English riflemen world-wide, did this 
sudden rise of a mania for rifle shooting excite any eiuulnlloo in 
America. It was not until Major Leech, the captain of the vlcturlnua 
Irish team who won the bicbo Nbleld In 1873. iasiied a cballeuge to 
American marksmen that long range shooting first started Into being 
ioAjnerlca. Since then It baa become Increasingly popular, and there 
can be no doubt that America cannot only produce better marksmen 
than England, but that ehe can prodnee far more. There could proba¬ 
bly be ten teams of long range marksmen made np of "crack" sbote 
who would ran the victors lo the recent Oreedmoor match very close 
for firet bonora. This le aa unequivocal proof that tn rifle ehuoting the 
Americana have found uot only their moet popular paaiime but the one 
In wbtcb they are most qualified to excel .—Sporting Oaz€tt«.

We liuve iilreaily nilletl oiir reailers allentioii to Hit* uilvuula^ea 
of a proper ifitg lieonso l:irt', but tile mailer la worthy of fiirtlier 
mention in view of the approaeh iif the M.'u.'ion when the leiti.sla- 
llve hollies of the iliireieiit states will meet, ami the opportmiity 
for weiirhif; siieh enaelmeiits Is at haml. 

At first view the idea of seekimr additional taxation is naturai* 
ly uiipalatahle. We all have siillieiently lii'avv expenses without 
voluntarily assuming; otlier.s; still, as we would not hesitate to 
make any investment that promi.sed a good leturn, if it van he 
shown that a dog lieense will eveutuaily prove Iwiietleial, it is 
false economy to evade it. The first of the advantages we claim 
for such a law, is the additional elaim it will give dog owner.s Uji- 
on tlie law for proteetion of their eanine properly. In certain 
states it l.s true, proscentloms agalii.st dog killers have heeu sus- 
laincd, hut in others properly in dogs is constnietively denied hy 
tlie shitutes themselves. In (.'onnectieut the law is .so worded 
that « hile it make-s dogs properly so far as to suhjeet them to 
taxation, it deelares them not sueli proiwrly lhat they are entitled 
to legal itroleetion. If a man kill.s another’s liog, n*> matter how 
valuable, while folhiwittg his tttasler u;sm the street, tttt retlress 
can be olitaitted: attd if the irate owtter assaults the ttlTettder he 
is liable to proseeiiilon for ilatnages. There is tio ipiestiott that 
such a law is eottirare to cuuity anti eotnttton settse; still it ex¬ 
ists, and the Ittllitettcc is felt iti tidjoinittg states, atid serves as a 
precedent whenever t|Uesliotts ttf ctinitte jiroperty are raised. 
There arc also a number of other stales where ito proteetion is 
altorded—where a claitti for datnages eoubi otily lie sustained, if 
at all. by an expensive suit. It tttay la- said that taxation will not 
itnpruve this, atni that tin- proper emirse is to obtain a repeal of 
all conllicting laws, and the enaelment of others which will cover 
the ground; hut oil the other hand there is undeniably every- 
where a }mpntar prejudice again.st the assumidlon of property 
rights in any imtaxed po.ssession. 'Phis may not be apparent till 
called out by special oeea.sion, hut the moment a 
suit is commenced against a dog-killer many expres¬ 
sions of symi>athy for him will he heard, and the loudly 
rolteruted n.«sci-tion tliat dogs are no| and should not he deemed 
property. No man would tiiink of denying properly in a horse or 
cow, and no man who killed either would ivceire any symiiathy or 
support from any portion of the eornmunity. Yet the only dilTer- 
ence is that cattie and horses are taxed” directly or Indirectly 
while dogs are not; raise dogs to an euuality with cattle by a 
regular tax, and nothing lhat could be devised will si.i soon do 
away with popular prejudice. The returns of the English tax- 
colloetors show an immense revenue to the government from the 
tax on dogs. No trouble at obtaining full proteetion and e.x- 
cinplary damage.^ exists there, and none will long he met with 
here, if a slmirar revenue is establisheil. ItTien ilogs become 
valiiahle to the le/m/e eommunily hy aiding in the payment of 
public expenses, that very value w-ill la- their safeguanl and pro¬ 
teetion. At present onl'y a large class at best is intere.sted in 
them, while all the rest of the community either simply 
tolerates or cordially dislikes them. 

The reduction in the numbers of worthless curs which will 
follow strictly enforced lic nse law.s is a matter worthy of regard. 
We do not say that sportsmens’ and house dogs do no damage, 
for they unquestionably oceasiotially do, but from the fact of 
their value such care is generally taken of them that op(xirtunltiea 
for ill doing, even if the impulse is present, are extremely rare. 
By far the greater amount of trouble Is caused by those homeless 
curs of low degree that wander from jdace to place, gratifying 
their passion for misi-hief, and hy their example lead astray dogs 
which wouhl otherwise not olteml. L’nipicstionahiy the spread of 
canine disease is due in great measure to the plehian heixi. The 
llfe such lead preili.spo.sos them to many of the worst ills, and 
these they transmit in their wanderings, to the prejudice of both 
dogs and their owners. Of late tliat terrible disease, hydi-ophobla, 
liaa prevailed to an alarming degree in England, and almost 
every Issue of the sporting papers contains some instance of death 
to man or beast caused by its ravages. In some instances 
it is true its presence has been unaccountable, hut in very many 
cases it has been directly traced to the bite of some cur as a pack 
of hounds came home after a hunt. Whole packs have had to he 
destroyed, and great pecuniary loss has been incurred, to say 
nothing of the more terrible and deplorable loss of human life to 
which we have referred. There is no reason why we should he 
exempt from similar allliction, and at any time it may ap¬ 
pear in our midst, all that we can do is to provide as far ns 
possible against it; by no means can we do this so cllectually as 
by obtaining enactments that will demand the proper licensing of 
all dogs, with the Imposition of such [icnnlties as will secure the 
enforcement of the law. 

Noopliyte Puts on the Oloves. 

Chicago, Ill., Oct. 12. 1877, 

Editob Chicago Fielp. —It is “ with sincere taste that I put 
on the gloves to handle” Guido, and at the same time give “Dog 
Whip” a left hander. 

Why pray should these two gentlemen annually disturb the 
serenity of the readers of the (.'incAiio Field, as they do each 
succeeding Fall previous to the meeting of the Tennessee State 
Stxirtsmcn’s Association—Guido with his bombastic challenges, 
which on the face mean nothing hut blow, simply blow, and “Dog 
Whlp”wlth hl8ahullling,evaBive resixmses, which hulglve Guido an 
o])portunlty for more bombast. Were I us “Dog Whip” and 
several other blue-bloo-lcd men, 1 would guarantee to make 
Guido cither shut up or put up. A careful perusal of his chal¬ 
lenge of last year, and this last blast of his, leaves him open to 
the suspicion of chca]) notoriety and being an impractical 5(xjrts- 
man. 

His first ehallciige is a year old, and I shall therefore not deal 
with dead issues; this limt one, however, has yet the sparkle of 
life, being but a few weeks old, is therefore subject for eritieisui. 

Before going further I will slate that I was once a dlsei|de of 
Guido's, and having followed the ignis fuluus of his teachings am 
out even more than he was for one point for Countess In the 
Iowa trials. In his memorable controversy in the idd American 
8i>ort«man with “Setter” and “N. Y.” on the snixirlorlty of the 
dropper, I was Just fool enough to be inveigled into the com¬ 
pound animal, and invested in four, costing mo in the aggregate 
tltiO. Two went to the Ixitbim of Lake Michigan with lenV/Ai// 
reasons for their being there; the other two went to friends who 
were gooil enoiigli to relieve me of them. Neither was worth its 
keep for a day. Then when Guido, much to my surjiriee, at the 
Tennessee trials In ls7.-’i became a Canipbclite or native setter ad¬ 
vocate, I followed my chief and was again victimized to the tunc 
of over t200,—investing in native setters. Total, tfiliU, exclusive 


of the many days of fun spoiled In the field, and innumerable 
curses which I have yet to settle for. It is therefore my privilege 
I claim to put on the gloves to liundle my former preceptor, a 
right which he cannot deny, for am 1 not one of his mIs-Guld-ed 
fidlowers! 

Further 1 would remark that I own but one dog, a blue blood 
’tis true, but not from the Btratliroy kennels. Although related to 
the dogs of that kennel, as I Ix-lleve all the true Field Trial strain 
arc; and further still, 1 have never sold a dog, nor do 1 propose 
to ever; nor have I ever si-eu “Guido” or "Dog Whip.” 1 am 
therefore not prejudicial cither one way or the other by ownership 
of a tlog or acqnaintauee. 

It seems to me absurd that this annual challenge should come 
from “Guido," or that the merits of the native and imported 
dogs should lx- discu.<.seil further. The day has ixisscd. The blue 
bliMidshave proved Ihelr superiority, ami none but one as deter- 
miueil to he prejmliced as Gtiiilo, will deny it. IVhy, if the na¬ 
tive is .so superioi- to the Inqaa'ted dog, iloes he clio.se a son of 
Elehii as one of hi.s brace, insteail of a i-ure native; and vvhy did 
he breed to Kiifiisl Why, while the paper is yet wet with his de- 
nunelalUmsof the imjairted dog, does he eulogize “the magnifi- 
eenl" .loe., Jr., this son of imixii-ted Elcho, whom he tells us has 
the "long .smelling nose and peraonal beauty of Elcho;’’ Does this 
not hxik like absurd |iersonul prejudice against the Stralhroy dogs! 
And has he not dubbed im|xirted Rufus, "Koyal Rufus; Oh! 
Guido, too mueh tweedle dee and tweeille dum. 

That tlu-ri- are irorlhless imported dogs as well as natives there 
is no doubt: and lhat there are gixid natives ns well as good iin- 
lunted. there is also no doubt. Hut 1 claim, and have the riglitto 
from actual exix-rienee, that from an equal numlxjr of Field Trial 
dogs and natives the majority of gixid Field Trials will very, 
ivry largi-ly pre|Hmilcrate over tlie natives. Why is it ’’Guitlo’’ 
so many professed nallve men are getting the liiiieis and discard¬ 
ing their natives for blue blixids; For instance; In my memory 
i.s yet fresh "Edlsl'o s” advice, immediately after the Tennessee 
trials of isy.-), to those who did not own blue bloods not to re- 
malii awake at nights. It was consoling to me, as I liad my two 
droppers to get rid of, and wanted natives to follow you, "Guido,’ 
my Falinurus; but iiiethinks I have since seen that “Edisto” ow*ns 
some blue blcio.ls. And at home, right here in Chicago, but a 
slant time since “Orty.x Cliicagixmsis" fought “Mephisto” vigor¬ 
ously in defense of the natives and denounced the blue bloixls, 
but behold Dxlyx Chicagoensls, I heard two days ago, has bred 
Ibis .same native bitch, which he olle.red b> mutch against any 
blue blood, to the blue bhiiHl Rob Roy. Strange la it not, 
"Guido.”’ 

But tor “Guido's” challenge. “Dog Whip” instead of shullling 
and evading the question at issue, lost tlie oiiportunity to get a ’ 
good home thrust at “Guido" for the imiiractieabliity of his ehal- ; 
lenge. To pro|K)se to hunt for four consecutive days from situ- • 
rise to .sunset without intermission is absurd, us four gooil days in 
successqm can not be ilepeiideil on; then therefore aupiiosliig 
weather impossible to hunt, wh. re would the bet be; 
Would it have to lx; begun again; If not, it would not be four 
consecutive days. The rest of the day for the dogs would de¬ 
feat “Guido’s” solution of the prolilem other men have solved— 
enduraiice of the imiiorted dogs. But the moat absurd iiortiou , 
of “Guido’s" cballenge is that a point on coveys should score 
two and on single birds one. Now, every practical .sjiortsman 
knows that it must of necessity require a keener no.se to find a 
single quail than a covey; consequently were “Guido” a praetical 
sportsman he would have proposed a |)oiut on single birds sbotild 
count two and on coveys one. 1 have been told that "Guido” 
says: Give him a dog good on coveys, and a pair of No. ItJ’s for 
single birds—the dug to find and flusli tlie coveys, and the No. 

I O's to kick tlic single birds up after he has marked them down. 
The No. lO’s may suit liim, and he can doubtless wear them; I can’t 
and don’t want them, hut prefer agood sirtfele-blrd dog. This, then, 
is doubtless why he wanted the (mints to score as he 
pro(xjsed. He oiiiiltcd, however, to include the boots 
In the elialleiige. And still another absurdity is the 
proposition to run turn hrrwejf in the Jield at t/ie same time^ Four 
Davidson, lot him thank bis .stars that "Dog Whip’s” pluck did 
not induce him to aeee|>t the eballciige; be has bad to keep his 
eyes open at Ixmeli sliows, liut wliat would he do—he one judge— 
leilh fuvr (lays in Ihr /idd <d the same Utne tvarkiiuj as brains/ How 
eoulii he tell which hrace found, wlilcli lluslied, etc. Tlie 10 per 
cent, for Ids labor would not (xiy liim. Argus, lilmsclf, could not 
watcli tliem. But this perhaps is aeeonntcd for by the fact, of 
wldeh I liave been told and liave also read, that Guido has taken 
out, ami does commonly, in the neighborhood of twenty dogs and 
have them all working at tlie same time. Good for a rough and 
tumble sliixit—four dogs or more at once—but not four dogs 
working us two separate liraees for a wager of S’JOO a day. 

And most (xirtiiient is not tlie question wliy Guido singled out 
“Dog Whip. It so anxious to test the question of Ixiltom be¬ 
tween tile two breeds, why did he not make it an open question; 
does it not seem too personal t .Moreover, is Paris tlie re()rcseiita- 
tlvc dog of the lilue-liloodsi Tlierc are otlier men besides “Dog 
Whip” who own blue-bloods. But still, I tbiiik Guido would 
liardly liave fouml a prartical spm'tsman to acee()t liis imprartieoble 
clmllcngc. 

And now for Guido's men who liave discarded the imported 
dogs after trying tlieiu. .Mr. John Davidson, I maintain, is not 
such a man. Mr. John Davidson has never tried and discarded 
tlie imported Field Trial strain; the mdy mie he ever oaned is Doll, 
sister to Smith’s Dart, and she, I understand, is not broken and is 
yet in his (xissessinn and likely to remain there unless some one 
offers a big price for her, as I am told he thinks well of her. He 
also has the Laveraek, Charm, and some Royal-Nina puppies. 
The Royal-Nina puppies, I am told, he holds in high opinion. 
Cliarm never was good for anything, being the black sheep of his 
litter, wliilc his brotlicrs, .Mr. Dudley Olcott’s brace. Rod and Guy, 
are 1 am told clippers. The editor of the Chicago Field Is iny 
autliority for tliis, as also tlmt another litter brother, belonging to 
Dr. (lilctte, of New York, is equally goixl. Also, on tlie same 
authority, I state that Mr. John Davidson, at St. Louis told him 
that the Laverock setter dog, Pedigree, was one of the most prom¬ 
ising young dogs in the field he had seen for a long time. Mr. 
John Davidson also bred Ids Iilteh or bitches to Imported Rock. 

■ Now, therefore, Mr. John Davidson cannot be cited os one of the 
pillars on wlilcli Guido can support bis stu'temeiiL So down goes 
(lillar No. 1. 

Now, for pillar No. 2. ”Sbainroek,” the editor of the CliiCA- 
oo Field tells inc, qualifies the statement ‘‘ Guido ” 
attributes to him; that lie did not give Mr. Winford "a (lerfect 
blue” because he did not consider It a good one, hut on the con¬ 
trary, considering it a promising one gave it to him to raise and 
break on certain eoiidltions, to be fulfilled in tile future wlien it 
has arrived at maturity. Sliamrock, eonsc((Uently retains an in¬ 
terest yet ill tills “(xirfcct blue.” For “Guido’s” benefit i will 
inform him that Shamrock owns about fi liluos to one native; 
and lint for having claimed the. name of Prairie Ranger for the 
(irogeny of Grouse, would to-day be one of the bluest of tlie 
lilucs; but as he pnqxmea lirceding Pearl (his Grouse stock) to a 
blue, be will yet be a blue-blooded man. And by the way, It 
does not seem that “Siianirock’s” Grouse stock is an improve¬ 
ment on the lilues, if we arc to judge. I)y the way Pearl pcrformcil 
in the Iowa trials; certainly no blue behaved as badly. So pillar 
No. 2, “Guido” is knocked from under you. 


Pillar No. 3, "Mr. Jesse Sherwood,” Guidu, In your last Issu 
says, “owned both native and Imported dogs, and prefers Uie na 
lives.” .Mr. Jesse Sbcrwixid never owned an iin|X)rtcd Field Trial 
dog. Mr. Jesse SlierwiKxl owns an lm|Hirted Gordon setter, Ru. 
pert, and an Imported pointer dog, Sanebo, both of wbleli be I'loli^ 
ill thii highest estiinatioii, ranking Uiciii first luiiung Ills Juin, 
.My authority for this statement about Rupert and Suiicho, Is let¬ 
ters 1 have seen and read from him. So goes Pillar No. 3, “Guidu > 
Your little shanty Is falling. 

Pillar No. 4.—.Mr. Wtuldoll never owned but two ImiKJriefi 
dogs, a seller dog tie called from the Duke of Bouclcuch's.kcu- 
nel, which bo commenced hls career with, and held in vcry'lfigi, 
estimation and lamented his death aecordlngly, and the red Irish 
setter dog Grouse. He never owned a Field Trial setter dug. 
It Is very probable .Mr. Waddell tbouglit higldj- „( 
old Phil, and from those who knew biiii I imve 
always hearil the old dug spoken very highly of, ami 
be lias proved Ida gixxliiess by Ids progeny; but .Mr. Waddi-I|'« 
exix-rlciice in imported dogs amounts to iiolbliig. So, “Guido," 
down goes (lillar No. 4, and with it your little shanty, built on a 
quicksand of imagination and nut on a rock of fact. 

Be advised, “Guido,” my once preceptor, when you again 
attcnqit to cite proofs, let not the wish be futlier to the fact; anil 
let me (iray you disturb not again the sulijcet of imported vs. 
native, fur we have it ad nauseam. 1 hud ratlier read from your 
interesting pen on any otlier subject; and wliy not give it to us 
oftener, say like your last, the "Amiuiil Prairie Club Hunt in 
Arkansas,” and many oUicrs like it. .Moreover, “Guido,” if tlie 
signs fail not, the war of dogs is likely to be eliuiiged from blue 
vs. native to blue va. red lilood, for the red Irisli setter men are, 
like Hie fiery dogs they clianqiion, on tbclr cara and rcailyfora 
scrimmage; and licneefurth tile figlil is between tile Englisli and 
red Irlsli setter. 

In conelusloii, Mr. Editor, this letter is written not with the 
desire of a controversy with “Guido,” “Dog Wlilp” or any oue 
else, but simply to sliow these gentlemen iiuw tliey a()(iear to 
those who are In search of knowledge, and who, while they lake 
an interest in all tliat is instructive, yet are opposed to (lersoiml 
coiitrovcreies, and Hie disgusting blekerings with Hie crimimUioiis, 
and recriminations, tlicsc two gentlemen liave so long indulged 
in. It lias gone far enough, and they must stop. Even admit¬ 
ting that "Dog Whip” liud accepted the elnilleiigc and "Guiilo” 
liad lioaten Paris wlHi Joe, Jr., what would it liave (irovedl There 
are [ileiity of otlier blue lilooda wliieli may have more indiiruiiic 
than Paris, and plenty of natives lacking in Hiat wliieli Hie half 
breed Joe, Jr. lias. I’liesc eontroveraic.s do no gciud certainly, 
but, 1 liclieve, liarm. Let llicm IxiHi read "Doggerel” liy “Cuiiis 
Vulgaris” in your issue of Sept. 22. Neoi’IIVte.

NO. 1.—ms ORIOIN.

Editou CillCAOO Field. —It is often stated Hial Hie imxicrn 
fo.x-terrler is an impure, or inanufaetiircd breed of dogs. If 
tills only means that the lirccd is not of the same antiquity as Hie 
mastiff, blood-hound or grey-hound, it Is (iroliably true. 

We cannot succeed in tracing the present breed of fox-terriers 
Surtlier buck than Hie present century. But if brceUcre set out 
witii Hie idea that tlie fox-terrier is a com(io8itloii of Ingeniously 
welded crosses, like the bull-terrier or white Eiiglisli-tcn ier, Hioy 
will soon find their mistake. It is true tliat a great number of the 
so-called fox-terriers which we see on the show benches arc made 
up of bull-dogs, black and tan len-lors, and otlier strange ele¬ 
ments; but it is seldom Hiat such e(>eeimeiis attain, even ill 
outward a{)pearauce, to the standard of the genuine kennel ter¬ 
rier. It is indeed sometimes urged that the variable and uncer¬ 
tain results obtained by fox terrier breeders are in tlicm8elve.s 
(iroof of the impurity of the present stock. All Hiat such fail¬ 
ures really prove is the fact Hiat there arc a vast numlicr of so- 
called fox-tciTiers about, whose ap(X‘nranec linposo on the un¬ 
wary, but will) arc unalilc, from tlieir Impurity, to truiismit even 
that scmblanee of terrier cliaraeter wliich they (xissess. 

Let a lirceiler .stick to the old estalilislied terrier strains, such as 
I shall afterward descrllie, and lie need not fear more un¬ 
certainty with this than witli any other kind of slock. The 
present show fox-terrier, taken at ids best, is siiiqily the terrier 
used with fox-hounds in the Midlands, Yorkshire and Llucolu- 
slilrc, preserved with special purity in one or two packs, and bred 
by selection up to a liigh standard of symmetry and general ex¬ 
cellence. 1 do not mean to say that any of the modem show 
dogs are made up wholly or solely of this material. Tliere is 
(irobably scarcely oue to he found without some alloy, eitlier more 
or less of other strain in its composition. But I believe that such 
foreign crosses have been eitlier deleterious or inoperative, and 
tliat BO far as show terrli-rs come up to the true standard, they 
derive their excellence from the source to whicli I liave referred. 

That terriers of some sort or other have existed In England for 
at least three hundred years is proved by the works of Dr. Cains, 
a writer In the 16th century. In his work on the dogs of Britain, 
published in 1570, he mentions terrall. They seem to have been 
used for hunting small game and badgers; but it Is Impossible to 
tell whether they were rough or smooth, and which of the various 
modern breeds of terrier they most nearly resembled. That there 
was no definite and recognized type Is Inferentially proved 
by the statements of old sporting writers. One writer of 
repute describes the terrier as a small kind of grey¬ 
hound; another tells us that a cross lietween a mastiff 
and a beagle will produce an excellent terrier! In 
old a(X)rHng pictures we see noudeserlpt dogs, which 
may be supposed to represent terriers. Some are short legged 
and long In the body, not wholly unlike the inodcrn Dandle Din 
mont, others might [laes muster iiow-a-daya as useful wire-hiilrml 
terriers. No doubt the true view of the case la that sot forth by 
'’Idstonc,” in bis well-known work “The Dog.” Except here and 
there where some enthusiast, hither esquire or huntsman, treasured 
u special breed of his own, Hie terrier was simply judged by wliat 
he could do. If hls coat would stand wet or cold, if he could live 
with hounds, go to earth after a fox then bolt him, that was 
enough. He might be white, tan, or black, or a mixture of all 
three, and a prick ear or slightly under-shot mouth would be for¬ 
given. I liave littio doubt too that the bull-cross was often thrown 
In to give pluck and hardness, and possibly a beagle-cross to give 
nose. At lengtii out of this choas three different types emerge. 
One Is Hio old Cheshire or 8hro()8hlrc terrier, -the other what I may, 
for eoiivenfeiicc call, the Midland terrier, and the tlilrd the wlrc- 
lialred terrier. It will lie most convenient to consider the last 
separately, and I shall defer what 1 have to say aliout him till I 
have done with Ills sinooHwxiated kinsfolk. In my next letter I 
hope to tell you something of the two earliest recognized types of 
Hie smooth-haired breed, the Cheshire and the Midland terrier.

iatciligeuee. It was niy purpose to write u critieisiii on tiie 
llaiiiptou trials directly after that successful iiiecLIng, hut was de- 
ierred from so doing from the fact that I was iinuhle to atUonl the 
trials and so left It fur mure able and Intelligent puns. Hut the 
criticisms from various parts of the country on the Jinlglng at Ihe 
alHive mentioned trials, lead me to heg the indulgence of a small 
space III your most cstlinuhle journal. 

1 have no syinpathy for a •‘cronUer.” I never was in St. laiiils 
ill my life. 1 sent my dog there at the last bench show, and look 
(lie V. II. I '. Ill the class. The managers of our jiuhlic inectings, 
both In the Held and on Ihe lieiich, are gcnticiiieu of integiily and 
ahllity, selected for their ihisIIIoiih with an eye relative to their 
ipialiilcalioiis, and I think it very jjoor bisle for our unsuccessful 
compelitorK hi vent their spleen on the judges because their dogs 
do nut meet the rci|uiruniunls called for In the rules. 

Mr. WaddoH’s first coiniuunication was a surprise to me, und 
I censured the genticmaii iiiiich for his view on the judgnieiit 
rendered. Hut his second article (‘.vplaiiutory of the lli’st set 
tilings right, and my unknown friend la once more the reciiiieiit 
Ilf my good will. The iioint he touched In his latter article, 
aliieli I wish to onliirge U|sni, is the one relative to the traiin r 
claiming iioiiita. Had dogs hccii allowed to run on their merits, 
Ih.'CU judged by tlie work, and not on the judgiinnit of the nien 
wild handled them, Nellie would not have taken hol.h the ptqipy 
and eld dog stakes. Dogs came to stuuiii'li isiiiits on chickens in tliut 
trial, and when an ajipeal was made to the tmlner as to wlietlicr lie 
wished to claim a point or nut, the judgment ol ihc committee 
was predicated on his answer. If a dog made a point, and the 
timid trainer feared it was false, and did not claim it, and ufter- 
wiirii it was discovered that the dog had nohly stood a chicken, 
the dog was penalised because of the owner’s actions. Now, fel- 
liiw sportsmen, I agree with .Mr. Waddell on this isiint. It Is not 
lining the dog justice. Let a dog he put down and workisl; if he 
nukes a false iioint let It he scored against him; if he makes a 
tiiie |Miint give the iiohle fellow credit for it. In otiicr words, 
judge the dog, not the trainer. The judges gave their decisions 
under the rules, and arc not to he blamed; but in my o|iiiiiiin the 
rules might he improved. 

For fear .Mr. Sanborn may think I am not satislled with the 
awards Nellie so nobly took, 1 will say 1 iHilieve her to be one of 
the lincst young dogs in America to-day. .-Vlthough I never saw 
her, 1 heard good reporUs In regard to her long hefere the llamp- 
ton trials, and predict a golden future for her. F.tnsoN. 

[The rules do not make any such provision as our correspon¬ 
dent Imagines. It was an agreement iiinong the judges tliat the 
handler should have the privilege of claiming a point, and as it 
was applied In each instance It was as fair for one as the other, 
although we do not believe it advisable, but of this we shall say 
something hereafter. It just so hapiiens that Nellie was one o'f 
the few dogs which was cast oil and run for all she was worth. 
Sanlmrii played a bold game to either win or lose; ami when a 
friend suggested lie would do well to keep her in more, his reply 
was: (we quote It literally), “not by a d—d sight; I’d rather lose, 
and have her work as a dog should work iu the Held, than win by 
crawling at a funeral gait. She has to go as I hunt her in the 
Held, whether she wins or loses. If she can’t win at that gait 
and range, then let her lose.” Our correspondent, thei-efore, is 
another of those who seems to labor under the impression that 
the rules helped Nellie to win. What made Nellie win was her 
good nose, level tiead, staunchness, pace, quartering ami good 
breaking.

The Iowa Field Trials.

EniTOK Ciiicaao Fiei.d : As was to be anticipated, the Iowa 
field trials failed to give entire satisfaction to all who were con¬ 
testants. It would he safe to wager that not a single one of them 
issatlsHcd outside of tlic few were lucky enough to win. 

I’oor, weak liuman nature is the same the world over, and it 
matters not whether it Im a love allalr, or a dog affair, onr self- 
love la comparatively as sensitive in tlic one Instance as in the 
other, and this fact is pcrliaps the key to all the “ kicking” that 
lias been and will be indulged in by disappointed exhibitors, 
rroakers, et id omne ymta. 

A letter in your last issue fnmi Dayton, Oliio, signed E. F. 
Stoddanl, who, it seems, was a dlsapeointcd exhibitor, is, per¬ 
haps, the best exempMHcation of wliat I have said. Will anyone 
doubt for a moineiit tlint Mr. Stialdard would have Imen'per¬ 
fectly satisHed, nay, even delighted, with tlic Iowa Held trials, if 
his dogs had been |ilaccdf Any disposition on the part of ,lodge. 
Edwards to be a “pot-hunter” would have been forgotten; “neg¬ 
lect of duly” on the part of the other judges overlooked, and the 
fact that Judge Edwards had tried to pun-hasc tlic winning dog 
taifore the trials would 7iavc licen cited as conclusive e.vidence of 
his discrimination and eminent fllncss for the position. Now, if 
I am right about this, us I think I am, according to my knowl- 
Cilgc of human nature, the fact that the exhibitors generally wore 
dUsatlsHcd, is no evidence whatever tliut “the object for whii-h 
Held trials were established, will surely not be advanced.” If 
every dog entered were to receive a prixe, 1 suppose, aceordlng bo 
Mr. Stoddard, all sliould liesatlsHed; but the olijcct in view 
Would not, thereby, be attained, for Held trials arc designed to 
• rcate il'geiicmus, or, if you will, a diniiljlml spirit of rivalry in 
Hie breetllng and tiwining of dogs, hi tlic cml that the very beat 
may be proiluced. 

Now, I may bo dplng Mr. SUiddanl Injustlco ; lie may have good 
teusons for being a “croaker,” but if lie has, it la his duly to 
speak out jAabdn und t/xscijlailly, and not deal in siicli ymr-ntl 
facta and indetinite insliiuiitioiis. If the judges were “taiiiglil,” 
If any of tlicm owned, or hiui an liitetest in the successful ibigs, 
or If in any other respect it was a “set uii Job,” Id Mm .viy mi, 
and it will do more to prevent a rctHdltioii of the outrage than a 
tluiusnnd such letters Hllcd with Insinuations and vague gener¬ 
alities. 

But until something ui asserted, 1 auhmlt that It is Hie duty, as 
It should be the pleasure of all who earnestly desire the success 
of field 8 ( 10^8 in this country, to attribute to disappointed iim- 
hllion and incnnalderute linsllnces, these ferwioua attacks u|hiii 
the honor and integrity of the gcntlenien who were so unfortun¬ 
ate as to be chosen us judges for tlic Hampton Held trials.

“Belle 
Meade,” the magniHcent estate of Gen. Harding, who Inis so 
kindly placed it at the disposal of the association, is only a few 
miles from Nashville, easy of access by rail or pikes. Nothing 
that experience can suggest, ample means procure, splendid 
gnninds, plenty of birds, fairness, liberal prizes and generous 
welcome shall be wanting bi nnike the meeting what it |ironiiscs 
b) be—the grandest und most successful ever held In America. 
Quails unlike chickens, can he found in the same locality during 
theseason. They come nearer than any other bird of giving dogs 
the same chance at all hours of the day. The rules, framed from 
previous experience, will, we think, prove satisfactory, and enable 
the best dogs to win. We expect to sec on the Helds of Nashville, 
the grandest collection of Held dogs ever before seen in this 
country, and may the BEST win whether it be notive or Imisirted, 
Is the wish of Bi.fFF CiTV. 

The Kiissi.vs Ke.medv fok Hviikoi'IIOiiia is the rose beetle 
{CeUmia aitrala). This fearful disease is very common in the 
governorship of Saratou, and no end of poor people get bitten by 
mad dogs. Consequently various preparations liave been made 
from time to time tried as a remedy, but the only one really 
known to have been attended with good ciTccts is tlic pritscnt, 
and surely it Is worth trying in England. The Celoiiia larva arc 
chiefly found in tlie wood-ant's nest. So the inhabitants of Sar¬ 
atou search cui-efully in the spring for these white grubs, which 
they place, together with the earth In wliieli they arc found. In an 
carttien pot, and wateli for their change, or meturiiorphosis. This 
takes place in May, when they kill the beetles und dry them. The 
IKiwdcr must be kept in hermctically-aeulud bottles, so that the 
strong odor of the insect, which it inliales most powerfully in the 
spring-time of the year, may not csea[)c, as this ]K-culinr scent 
seems in sonic way or other a necessary condition of the remedy 
proving clllclent. Some kceii the beetles Intact in sealed pots, 
and only reduce to powder when wanted. Tlirce beetles pow¬ 
dered and spread on bread-and-butter Isa dose for an adult, given 
Imnicdlately after the bite; one for a child, hut Hve to a person in 
wlioni the disease has declared itself. The elTect is usually bi 
produce a long sleep, which sometimes lasts tliirty-six hours, and 
which must not on any account be interrupted. The patient on 
waking is iirouounccd cured, liut the hite is always treated sur¬ 
gically as well. Beetles caught on Howers arc not so heneliciul; 
they must be secured in the larvasbige, and killed directly they at 
tain the imago. The Kussiuns, in severul of the governorships to¬ 
wards the south, always give their ilogs from time to time half a rose-' 
laictic on a little liread as a preventive. It surely would be well 
in these days, when one can scarcely take up a newspaper that 
docs not record a ca.se of hydniphohia, to try a rcccipc which so 
many persons in Kussia have firm faith in. I for one firmly lic- 
llevc thot there is a remedy for this terrible disease, and that the 
cute, when it is discovered, will he found in simples—that the 
antidote und tlic banc are, like the dock-leaf and the nettle's fret- 
Ing, close together, within reach of all.— JMhg in Miml and 
Water.

Joe Is 
not equal to Ills dam, or his grand dam, or his grand sire, and 
several others that I have bred and sold; but I do say tlmt I think 
the cross is an improvement on the blue blooil, as I have never 
seen aUue blood that I thought equal to Joe, and I will bet $100 
that Joe can beat any dog or bitch that “Dog Whip” over bred or 
owned, for two or three days, to be run after the trials at Nash-

ON AND AFTER. 

A violatiou of the e^tiiic law la a vlolatiou, and the. crlmiimllty 
of the aet is the same whether It be one day or u mouth before 
the close season expires. The Nattering unetion to soothe a 
pricking eonscieneu of tliuse wlio shoot tlie day before the season 
opens that the birds being full grown, there Is no harm done, 
militates not against the ufTetise, and tlic violator is the criminal 
none the less, for when the law speciNes tliat on and after such a 
date it shall be legal, lie who the day before commits the act 
dues it in violutiou of the law. 

It is necessary that a perioti should be designated when tlie sea¬ 
son shall open and close, and by all law-ol)serving citizens it sliould 
be observed, but by none more so than tliose who dun th e garb of 
sportsmen. Tlie true sportsman will observe it, tlic pseudo- 
sportsman, the amateur pot-liunter, will nut. And let us here 
remark that tlic amateur iMit-liuutors, by a very large majority, 
outnumber the sportsmen. 

Few, we fear, interpret tlie term sportsman correctly. The er¬ 
roneous impression prevails unfortunately to too great .sii extent 
that being a crack shot Is all that is necessary to constitute a 
sportsman, an idea equally as absurd as that the possession of a 
gun, a dog and a shouting-suit makes one. The professional pot¬ 
hunter is generally as gotai, if not a better shot, tlian the ama¬ 
teur pot-hunter, and lias usually as linding a dog and os killing a 
gun, if not always as good a shooting-coat, yet neitlier can be con¬ 
sidered a sportsman. Tlie community at large, however, judging 
a sportsman by tliesc insignia, class all alike, and the mere fact 
that he shouts witli them constitutes him a sportsinau. Conse¬ 
quently the entire body has to suffer for the aet* of those who 
claim a name they disgrace; and the effect of tiielr bad acts is 
demoralizing, and defeats the object of tliose who both by their 
example and efforts strive to remedy the evils whicli exist. It Is 
evident, therefore, that soiiiethiiig must be done, and as we hsve 
remarked before, the remedy must come from tlie sportsmen 
themselves. They must draw the line between themselves and 
those who assume to be of them. Tliey must sift the chaff from 
the wheat. In short, a higher tone is needed, and until such is 
the case the violations of the game laws will continue to be as 
frequent as at present 

It Is not possible, wc believe, to suppress entirely the rlolatlous 
of the game law no more than any other crime; but wc believe 
it can be controlled so as to reduce the fre(|ueucy of its occur¬ 
rence. The excuse often given to us, that no matter how stringent 
tlic laws and how strictly they are enforced, yet there will be vio¬ 
lations, cannot be entertained. Would these same individuals 
use the same argument in regard to murderers, liurglars, incen¬ 
diaries and otlier criuiiiiaisi We think not. To advocate the 
same course with such criminals as they do witli the violators of 
tlic game law, would draw from them nu indignant jirutest, and 
excite their apprehension for their safety. Tliey would insist that 
the morality of the community deniaiideil tlie punishment of 
criminals, that, though impossible to suppress, yet by meting out 
the punishment tlie outraged low provides, crime would be les¬ 
sened. Then does not the same rule apjily to tlie violators of 
the game lawi If we cannot suppress entirely, let us bring 
them under restraint and reduce tlie frequency of the crime. 

He who knows of a violation of the law and does not bring the 
criminal to justice. Is to all intents and purposes a party to the 
act. Wc wish to impress this fact on our sportsmen, as they 
themselves must lie the ones to bring to justice those who are 
destroying the game. The non-shooting community cannot be 
expected to; they have no interest in and regard game no further 
than as a commodity of food, realizing not the fact that by pui^ 
chasing and eating it out of seaaoii they are aiding in the de¬ 
struction of It. By the punishment of the violators of the game 
law a double object is accomplished, os not only does the pot¬ 
hunter team that there is a law he must respect, but this same 
noD-shootiug community is educated up to the importance of the 
protection of game, by the fact that the sportsman protects game 
not merely to gratify his pleasure, but that the community may 
not be deprived of an article of diet—larger perhaps than gener¬ 
ally supposed. It would be suiqirising to many to know how vast 
a commercial interest is the trafllc in game. From Mr. Bond, of 
Bond A Ellsworth, who, and Mr. Henry Holmes, both of Water 
street, do not come under the class of dealers on Water street 
generally, as they deprecate as much as any one the Illicit trafllc 
In game, we leam that the annual sales In game on Water street 
amount to over t600,000; Bond A Ellsworth alone selling t60,- 
000. 

We want to arouse our sportsmen to a determination to 
save the game which is fast being destroyed, and would like to see 
our clubs more In effect what they are in name. That they 
all have among their numbers black sheep we fear cannot be 
controverted, eacli one of whom should be drummed out. To 
allow a violator of the game law to remain a member of a sport*- 
man’s club is to disgrace the entire membership, and he who con¬ 
sents to It disgraces himself. 

The man who shoots the day before the season opens because 
ho wants to get “the cream”—popular phrase, we find, and the 
unction that soothes the pricked conscience—shows himself to be 
selfish, and guilty of a dishonorable act, for he has broken his 
faith with his fellow-members of his club, and should be punished 
by expulsion. Let on and after mean just what the law Intends 
It should. 


Tub Iowa Trials. —Last week we had to cut short our com¬ 
ments on Mr. Stoddard’s letter In regard to the Iowa trials, as we 
returned homo on Tuesday night from a visit of two days to 
Toleston with tlie members of the Irish rifle team, and having got 
wet wore suffering from an acute attack of ophthalmia, which 
compelled us to postpone to this week what we would have then 
said. That Mr. Stoddard believes what he wrote we have no 
doubt, but that he labors under an erroneous Impression we are 
equally satlsflod. We followed the trials from Tuesday morning 
to Saturday night, and noted carefully each occurrence, watching 


the judges as much as wc did the dogs. We gave, wo believe, a 
full and impartial arcouiit of the affair. Had we discovered the 
slightest partiality or Injustice to any dug or any iiiigeutlemanly 
treatment of any handler, we .should not have licsltatod to have 
ventilated it. We have no sympatiiy witli fraud, and above all In 
our public contests, and sliould denounce it wherever we find it 
for we are well aware tiiat to countenance it would be to destroy 
the usefulness of siicli contests, and ovontiially kill them. 

That tlie judges had an arduous tusk nu tiiie will deny, and wc 
think it would beditlleult to get either one of them to accept a 
sliiillar position. Tliure was no reward fur their services; all they 
got were tlieir hotel liills and niilroud fares from Chicago to 
Uamptuii. .ludge Long iwld his fare fixmi Dctnilt to Chleogu, 
uud Judge Miller lailil Ids to Ilumptoii. Tliey iieeeptcd to help 
tile trials, and we tliliik tliey did lliclr duty eoiiseleiitlously. Tliat 
tliey underrated some of tlie dugs us to nose, speed and style wc 
believe; but we liave never yet seen a trial wliere sueli errors did 
not occur; with tlie exception of Queen, awanleil tiilnl prize, 
we arc satisNed tlie dogs wlileli were placed deserved tlielr liuiiors. 
Queen was nut entitled to a place, fur tlie reason, wlileh we stated 
in our report, tliat she made two Hustles wlileli were not scored 
tuber. Nellie, as we slated before, deserved llie Ural prize; of 
this wc have nu doubt. 

The eliarges against Judges Long and Edwaixls lus being un- 
Htted fur tlielr positions in tlic Uiiampioii Stakes, from tlic fart 
that they had made an offer to pureliase a dog in it, lacks aignlH- 
eaiicc, for tile reason tliut the owner of the dog Iiad statwl publicly 
that no amount of money would buy lier. If, ttiereforc,tlie6e gentle¬ 
men hiul wished to act dislioiioralily, and were so anxious to get 
Nellie, whicli is tlie dog Mr. Stoddard refers to, tliey eertuiiily 
would not liavc put tier llrst, as by so doing they were only cii- 
liuiicliig lier value and putting her yet further beyond their reach. 
Hud either of tliein bought her, Mr. Stoddard's remarks would 
liave some force; now they have not. 

So far as the charge that Judge Edwunls was left too often 
alone, the other judge.s being too far to tlic rear, wc only reiiicm- 
her its oeeurreiiee lor a short time in the afternoon, wlien the 
pointer puppy, Ulmrlle, was running, and tliey eertuiiily might he 
excused for getting disgusted at Ids slow, rolling, sea-sickciiiiig 
gait, and even tlicii tlie dog was iilwuvs in siglit of Judges Long 
and Miller. 

The cliargc against Judge Edwards of ills improper treutiiient of 
tlie handlers of tlie dogs wc fail to substaiitiutc. We lieanl 
Judge Edwards very properly put u stop to one liuiidler wanting 
to argue with the judges, by telling him to go on and work ids 
dog, and wc think it is well he did, fur it Is |)ossililc the trials would 
not have cndeil yet iiad lie allowed tlie individual to eoutiiiue 
his arguments. 

The charge against Judge Edwards for being uiiHt for the po¬ 
sition lieeausc lie killed one hundred and thirty woodcocks be¬ 
fore the season opened in Illinois also fulls to tlie gmund, 
for Judge Edwards killed them in Iiidtnua, the law of which 
makes the open season July 1. Judge Edwards living in Illi¬ 
nois and killing the woodcocks in Indiana no more violated the 
game law than did Mr, Stoddard living in Olilo and slioolliig 
prairie clilckens in Iowa during the open season.

D. C. Bergundthal, Indianapolis, Indiana; Dr. Rawlings Young, 
Corinth, Mississippi, and C. Jeff Clark, St Louis, .Mo., gentlemen 
well known, and of whoso ability there can be no question. 

The premium in the Puppy Stakes for puppies under eighteen 
months, Is 1300 cash, *150 to go to the first, *75 to the second 
and *.50 to the third; eiitraiiec *15; entries close November let, 
with *10 forfeit. 

The premium In the Brace Stakes Is *250 cosh, *150 to go to 
first, *75 to second and *35 to tilled; entrance *16; entries close 
November Ist, with *10 forfeit. 

The premium iu the Cliaiiipioii, or free-for-all Stakes la *500 
cash, *250 to go to first, *150 to second, and *100 to third; 
entrance *25; entries close November 1st witli *10 forfeit. 

An addltloiiai stake, calledTIieSt. Louis Kennel Club Stake, lias 
been made for puppies under twelve montlis, tlic prize being a 
silver cup, valueil at *50; entrance *.5; entries close November 1. 

The purses are ricli ones, and should fill well. That tliere wUI 
be plenty of birds tlicre can be no question, as In addition to 
thirty-seven large covlcs known to’be on Belle -Meade, General 
Harding’s plantation, wliere the trials will be run, over 500 birds 
have been procured, and will he turned out a few ilays before the 
trials. No shooting will be done on General Harding's place 
previous to the trials, os he keeps a man specially to 
prevent it. The meeting will doubtless be the largest yet held. 
The trials will commence ou Tuesday morning, November 13, 
and continue during the week. On the 15th of November 
the Trap Shooting tournament will commence, and continue 
through the IHth and 17th. Altogether it will be a gala week for 
sportsmen in Nashville. The Maxwell House, w'liicii is said to be 
one of the best hotels in the South, will be headquarters, and 
will take all attending the trials and tournament at *2 a day. 

Ail desiring to enter their dogs should do so at once, witli 
H. C. Pritchett, secretary Tennessee State Sportsmens' Associa¬ 
tion, Nashville, Tenn., before Nov. 1. 


Tue Britisb Team. —Last week Messrs. Oreenhill, Milner, 
Rigby and Armltage, of the British Rifle Team, were entertained 
by the Toleston Club at their club-house. During their stay the 
gentlemen participated In the duck shooting on the marshes, and 
proved themselves to be as good gun as rifle shots. On Friday 
last they loft ou the Chicago A Northwestern railroad for Dcnl- 
Mn, Iowa, for prairie chicken shooting, from whence they go to 
San Francisco, California. After a short stay there they will re¬ 
turn East and home.

Pheasant Shooting. 

(From our Hcsident Corrsspondsnt.] 

London, Eng., Oct 2, igry. 

Sportsmen who delight in what pigeon shoottiig repertir, 
eupliciiilstically designate the “deadly tube,” do not require to 
consult their almanac In order to leani that with tlie advent ol 
October plieasant shooting lieglus. Thu lordly bird whom we 
liave imported and reared witli so much trouble and exponae Iish 
repaid our eare by taking kindly to bis compulsorily adopted 
country, and lias poiiulated our woods and coverts to an extent 
wlileli renders It imperative tliat his numbers should be period!, 
cally tlilnued, either liy the guns of his owner and friends, or in 
some less sportsmanlike way. Even tlie efforts of the poacher 
aided by tliose of bis friend, tlie professional game provider, are 
unuiual to the task of perceptibly thinning the numbers of these 
remarkably prolific birds. The trade of the poacher in this kind 
of game is rendered doubly hazardous by the fact that where 
pheasants aliouud so also do keepers, and that though possession 
of the birds may not ho very dlfllcult to obtain, it is 
very diflicult indeed to conceal. Even the most unscrupulous 
dealer In doubtfully procured game would hesitate to 
buy a cock pheasant from which the tail feathers had lieeii ab¬ 
stracted, and if they were merely bent or broken, there could be 
but little doubt that the bird had been Illegally come by. The 
game providers are of a dlllereut class from the poachers, though 
they are always In league with each other. The game provider, 
by some means beat known to himself, becomes possessed of the 
eggs, which he hatches under barn-door fowls and then sells the 
produce to gentlemen whose eoverts arc imperfectly stocked, or 
who may wish to provide a grand battue for some important oc¬ 
casion. By this means the birds often find their way bock to tlic 
preserves from which the eggs were taken, and tlius tlio whirligig 
of time, aided liy a considerable expenditure of money, hriugi, 
hack tilings to tlieir normal condition again. But pheasant slioot- 
Ing at its best is neither so healthy nor so exciting as grousing, or 
the pursuit of the partridge, chiefly because the pheasant, us pre¬ 
served ill tills country, partakes more of ttic character of the Imrii- 
iloor fowl tliaii a wild denizen of the woods. Keepers have In¬ 
struction to scatter grain freely in all the places llicy arc known 
to frequent, and so accustomed do the birds become to this kind 
of hand-feeding that they come in crowds to tlie call of the per¬ 
son appointed to supply their dally wants. Wc have all heard of 
the keeper’s kind-hearted wife, who, on the monilng 
of a grand battue, to wliich my lord had invited 
ail unusually large number of his friends, went to 
call the birds to their usual matutinal meal, but lu- 
stcad of feeding them in the open, decoyed them into her own 
room, locking the door on some hundreds till the shooting was 
all over. When her husband returned home, breathing threaten- 
IngB and slaughter against certain poachers who wrongfully came 
In for the blame, the good, kind aoul endeavoured to cheer liini 
by assuring him the blids were all safe, at the same time opening 
the door of the room In which they were eouflned, and permit¬ 
ting their return to their usual haunts. This iirtificial rearing ol i 
beautiful aud naturally wild bird bos undoubtedly bad the effeel 
of depreciating pheaaant ahooting In the eyes of many excclloni 
aportamen, who like to seek their game In its native baunta, and 
match their skill with the gnn against its natural instincts of self- 
preservation. And again, in shooting large birds like the pheas¬ 
ant or capercailzie, the true sportsman is accustomed to spare the 
female, a mode of procedure all but Inipussihic in modern 
pheasant shooting, when a man stationed in a “hot corner” secs 
tlie birds rise before him m bouquet, in hundreds at a time, even if 
he had the inclination to discriminate between cocks and hens,hut 
fires his breech-loaders on “the brown” as fast as Ids kceiiers can 
hand them to him. This can hardly he styled “sport,” It iqt- 
proaches too near the Cockney’s Idea of setting all day on a gate 
and blazing away at the farmer’s cocks and hens. Still those who 
Indulge In this luxurious amusement, appear to enjoy it and 
tliey choose to call it sport, who shall dispute their right! If 
pheasants arc to be eaten they must first be killed, and independ¬ 
ent of the fact that the shooting of them affords occupation ami 
amusement to a large number of worthy gentlemen who are very 
much in want of both, it will by most be deemed better tliey 
should be shot in their native haunts when in the fuil enjoyment 
of life and liberty, than that after an indefinite period of cap 
tivlty they should have their necks broken by the poultrynian. 
I am glad to be in a position to repoi t that the coverts here are 
for the most part remarkably well-stocked this season, and wc 
shall doubtless hear of unusually big bags being made, but It 
would give us greater pleasure to learn that the battue had been 
abolished, and that the “bags” had all been made by fair legiti¬ 
mate shooting over dogs, after the honest and sportsmanlike 
method of our forefathers. Cauactacus. 


Targeting. 

Flatbcbh, Long Island, Oct. 11, 1877. 

EofTOH CuiCAOO Field. —Thinking It might be of Interest to 
some, I offer for consideration the tables of experiments In tiir- 
getlng, powder, and loading shells, as made by me with my Tol¬ 
ley breechloader, 10-guage, 9 lbs., 88-lnch barrels, and almost s 
cylinder bore, flred from the shoulder with the muzzle resting in a 
forked upright wound with cloth, distance 40 measured yards 
from muzzle, targets 30-tnch qlrcles wifli 1 J-inch buUseyc, charge 4 
drachms of powder and H ounce or 346 counted pellets of 
Leroy’s No. 7 shot, Eley’s best pink edge wads over powder, 
and thin card-board wads over shot. Every shell turned over pre¬ 
cisely as if for field use. I used two brands of Hazard powder, iny 
favorite make; their Sca-shooting No. 4 grain, and the F. 0. duck 
size No. 1. 1 shall make no comment. I submit the results to 

the public as follows; 

The common brand of powder gave an aggregate for 24 shots of 
4.908 within the 80-lnch circles, and an average of 818 for 4 shots 
or 204+ per shot. The 9ea-shooting No. 4 grain gave an aver¬ 
age of 24 shots of 4.700 within the 30-lncb circles, and an aggre¬ 
gate of 788J for 4 shots, or 19fli per shot. So much for the |mw- 
der. Now for the wads. The shells loaded with 1 Elcy pliik- 
odge over powder gave an average for 24 shots of 5 . 180 , and an 
aggregate of 864 and 5-6 for 4 shots. 

The shell loaded with 3 Eley pInk-edge over powder gave an 
average for 34 shots of 4.438, and ati aggregate of 738 aud 5-6. 

I used throe kinds of shells; the St. Louis conical base, the 
Union Metallic Cartridge Co.’s, also their brass shell. As regards 
recoil It was only noticeable In the brass, the two-puper having to 
the feeling no perceptible difference. 

The powder seems to shoot just as strong In one as the other, the 
groat and noticeable features In the two qualities being the dirt. 
The common burns hard and dry In the gun, giving considerable 
dltflculty to remove the residuum, while the Soa-shooting burns 
moist and scarcely soils the gun, all refuse being removed by pass¬ 
ing a dry rag through the barrels once. 

I also noticek It makes no difference in the pattern bow much 
your shells are turned down; It’s not so pleasing to the eye, but 
that’s all, unless It detracts from the {tenet ration, which, by-the-byi 
I am Borry I could not test, having nothing at hand for pads that

Firearms anti the Extermination of Game In India. 


Complaints have been rife for some years in North America of 
the rapid decrease of tire feree natura: of that portion of the 
Western hemisphere where the white man holds the sway. The 
habitat of the bison and all the larger varieties of fauna has 
rapidly contracted, and Is still being narrowed, while every variety 
of game bird formerly found In myralds throughout the length 
and breadth of that vast continent has been so indiscriminately 
slaughtered that In some of the States certain species have almost 
become extinct. Very recently, however, legislation has been 
brought to bear on the subject, and those sportsmen and natural¬ 
ists in North America who have used their efforts in this cause, 
and are anxious that the fauna of their country should not meet 
with the same fate as the tusk elk, mastodon, aud other extinct 
animals that have lived since the appearance of man, are to be 
congratulated on the Introduction In most of the United States 
of game laws for the protection of these wild animals, which have 
hitherto been so mercilessly pursued and shot down. 

Curiously enough, while this reaction in favor of protection is 
being inaugurated in the Western Hemisphere, our attention Is 
called to the wholesale destruction of game in our Indian empire. 
There are few countries in the world where such diversity of game 
can be found as In British India, and few regions, where wild ani¬ 
mals do abound, are so easy of access. Long journeys from the 
towns and villages, however, were seldom necessary, for the dense 
jungles and forests and the extensive plains throughout the coun¬ 
try generally coucealed some of the fiercer carnl'’ora in their 
depths in the former, or bore numerous buffaloes or vast herds 
of the deer tribe on the broad cxiransc of tlie latter. The sooner 
ttie fiercer quadrupeds are routed out of their fastuessca In the im¬ 
mediate neighborhood of the flocks and herds of the natives, and of 
tlie villages of the latter, the better, as cvciy man-eating and cattle- 
lifting tiger or panther will be fed, and he Is rarely ever content 
with any other food than that the penchant for which has earned 
him one or other of these distinguishing appellations. When, 
however, is announeed throughout British India generally the 
slaughter of antelopes by reason of their being shut in large 
numbers, both male and female, out of season, one begins to 
think that a lesson might be learnt from our transatlantic cous¬ 
ins on this point. It would appear that scarcely an antelope can 
now be seen within many miles of the Cawnpore station, a dis¬ 
trict where antelope-shooting formed a most Important factor in 
the recreation of the regiments stationed there. The reason for 
this Is that the native soldiers of a regiment quartered there have 
permission to shoot game, and this they proceed to do, in season 
and out, by surrounding them and slaughtering bucks, does and 
fawns indiscriminately. In the hot season, when the antelopes 
are distressed by the heat and scarcity of water, they fall an easy 
prey, and recently a party killed twenty-seven In a few days, and 
another gang shot just about a similar batch, the greater portion 
of animals killed In both Instances being does in fawn. The 
villagers, too, who have been granted permission to carry firearms 
to scare away birds and four-footed depredators from the crops, 
follow the example of the soldiers and shoot down the antelopes 
whenever and wherever they find them. The result Is this variety 
of game is becoming exceedingly scarce, and the period of its 
total extinction would seem to be not far distant unless protec¬ 
tive measures are taken. 

Not long ago the men comprising a Sikh regiment at Cawnpore 
employed a good deal of their spare time In shooting the wild 
pigs In the hunting-grounds of this station—a crime against the 
laws of venery In India, only having its parallel in England In 
the potting of a fox In the Melton, Quorn, or other hunting dis¬ 
tricts. The commanding officer, however, put a veto on this pas¬ 
time on a complaint being made from a tent club. Wherever the 
white man (and especially if of the Anglo-Saxon race) obtains a 
footing In strange lands, his advent Is marked by the rapid de¬ 
crease of the wild fauna of the region where he has established 
a dominating Influence. Although In the present Instance he Is 
not the Immediate cause. It Is with firearms of precision of his 
manufacture that the slaughter Is carried on, and It Is the example 
set by him that Is being Indiscriminately Indulged in by tltc na¬ 
tives. A Game Protection Association la, we understand, under 
consideration, and one Is much surprised that the British officers 
of the numerous military stations have permitted the state of 
things above referred to so long, and that the subject should be¬ 
come one of general comment In the Indian press before those In 
authority at the various military stations troubled theffiaelves 
about It 

The Government of China have preserved several species of 
wild animals from extirpation In the Imperial parks and preserves; 
the Cxar has protected the European bison In the forests of Lith¬ 
uania; the Indian Government had to enact public laws for the 
preservation of elephants, and It would appear, now, that the villa¬ 
gers and native soldiery (the latter of whom surpass our own sol¬ 
diers as marksmen) have carle btanehe to shoot, that unless the 
poor Indian antelopes have some kind of government, protection 


they will In a few years be only represented by a few specimens 
lu some of the Zoological Societies' collections. Tbe facts of the 
case may perhaps be slightly overstated by the Indian press, but 
of this we feel coiiHdent, that neither in India nor elsewhere can 
any game long escape complete extermination where flreurins of 
precision are In common use, unless pru|iortioiiute legislative pro¬ 
tection be afforded to the wild fauna of those regions.— iMnd and 
Water. 


Wasliiligtoii Notes. 


Washinoton, 1). C., Oct. 10, 1877. 

Editor (Jhienyo Fieldt-l am just recovering from the effects of my 
first hunt after quails. We started nut with great promise; the 
day was fair aud the morning cool. The dugs seemed to l>e In 
as much delight as their masters, and everything was “lovely.” 
The first stubble was drawn very blank, and the next like unto It. 
We crossed the railroad and entered a beautiful stubble, where 
we had l>eeu Informed were two Immense covies. We beat It 
faithfully, but nary bird. About this time the day was gutting a 
little too fair, and the sun seemed to have Increased his lires. The 
dogs began to show signs of playing out, and one was dead lame. 
We examined his feet and found the skin off all his feet; this was 
a misfortune wfe had not looked for, and were in a quandary what 
to do. We could nut take him with us, and had no chain or rope 
to tie him. Ho limped along with us, and we came to the house 
of a colored brother who loaned us a strap, and we fastened him 
up and started again. Dash sang a Hue song and pulled hard on 
the strap, but it was no go. The heat now was intense, and we 
hunted a spring and were loth to leave the friendly shade of the 
spring house. After resting, we cntprejl new fields, but without 
success. One of the party suggested a push through the thicket. 
We were desperate and followed his lead. Two went one way and 
one another. Soon we heard a shout, “Here they arel” and then 
tlie whirr of the covey. We beanl, but saw not. This tliicket 
business was not pleasant on a warm day, and iny tirnguc began 
to feci like banging out. The binls were safely hid, our dugs 
played out, aud their masters likewise, and we proposed a home¬ 
ward journey. All agreed; we hitched up the team, got the dogs 
in the wagon, aud started. This is the first time on the opening 
day we have failed to make a good bag of birds. I am afraid our 
Winter was too severe and must of the birds killed. 1 am going 
to wait now until I go down the river, where we know birds arc 
plenty. From other localities In the District 1 hear the same re¬ 
ports, birds scarce, and when found, too small to shoot. 

Our neighbors in Alexandria have started a shooting and game 
protecting club. I hope they may be more successful than the 
clubs we have started, and may be able to break up pot-hunting. 

I am laying low now, getting ready for a later campaign.. 

The river Is tilling up with ducks. 

October, 12, 1877. —The weather we are now having is reai 
shooting weather, and it is very hard to get thoughts centered on 
business in doors. I have been loading shells In anticipation of 
any sudden opportunity to have a hunt after the birds. 

An unusual number or teal and mallard ducks have come 
Into tbe Eastern Branch, and are affording our shooters line sport 
No less than seventeen boats were found at daylight one morning 
last week, ready to open on any and ali ducks tliat came within 
gunshot, and for a time it put me in mind of rced-hird season. 
The ducks are in good condition, and make a very enjoyable dish 
upon the table. 

Way down the river the shovellers, red heads, and a few canvas- 
backs have arrived, and by tbe time I go ou my annual trip the 
bay and river will be full. 

We have received very encouraging reports from River Springs, 
our stopping place, as to the number of quails to be found there. 
That is my favorite sport, and 1 hope to make sucli bags as not to 
leave me the lowest upon tbe list. 

In Virginia, near Little Washington, wild turkeys are reported 
to lie unusually plenty, and a party is now being made up to bring 
some of them “into camp." 

A new and most delightful game country has been opened to us 
by the building of a railroad from Fredericksburg to Orange Court 
House. This region was almost inaccessible before to us, but now 
we are exceedingly jubilant. Near a little village called Wilder¬ 
ness, quails, turkeys, pheasants aud deer are numerous, and any one 
will be well repaid who makes a journey after them. 1 want to 
go before the season closes. 

The Mt. Vernon ducking club have got their club-house, shoot¬ 
ing boxes, blinds and boats in gfun] order, and are ready fur busi¬ 
ness. These boys are rather inclined to be “bugs,'' and it has to 
be a very nice party who gels an invitation to shoot w ith them. 
They know how to entertain their guests, and make a trip so 
pleasant as to feel like being repeated. 

1 have become very much Interested in two handsome setter pups; 
ones real red Irishman, is the most precocious youngster I ever saw. 
He Is from some of the best native Irish stuck in this vicinity, and 
is a credit to his ancestors. The other Is a true blue blood, and we 
have every reason to be proud of her hunting and staying quali¬ 
ties. She Is good from sun to sun, and will rival even “Guido's” 
droppers. We have no fear but what they will make a good rec¬ 
ord in the Held, and when the time arrives impart their own pow¬ 
ers to their progeny.

Jiistli'e to Pat. 


CoviNOTON, Kr., Oct. 10, 1877. 

Editor Cricaoo Field; —If you will allow me the space In 
your valuable, journal, I would like to say a few wonls in rela¬ 
tion to the very malicious and untruthful articles of “I'af about 
“Gloan," the sportsman's real friend. 

I am like the thousands and thousauds of spi^rtsmen In the 
United States who believe that the writings of “Gloan” have been 
of more value to the actual practical sportsman than all the stuff 
put together of gunmakers, who write books simply to advertise 
their guns, and who charge swindling prices for the unmitigated 
lies contained In them.

number of pellets put Into a 30 inch circle being '15.” So that 
there can be no room for doubt about It, and “Pat” stands as one 
of the moat unblushing, unmitigated garhiers, aud no wonder 
that “Gloan” won't answer him. 

I notice that he does not attempt to deny any more of the great 
many quotations made by “Gloan,” because ho dare not. They 
are all there to show how completely .Mr. Greeucr, In his book, 
said sll things b> nil men. to get their custom, and to show how 
little he knew or cared for the science of sport, so long as he 
could sell his guns. Particularly so about the hard shot. The 
sporting papers In England noticed his inconsistency about it. 
.\nd now, .Mr. Editor, I do hope, hereafter, that when correspon¬ 
dents write their articles in the Interest of Mr. Greener, as “Pat" 
does (although he denies it, and says he docs not use a Greener gun, 
etc.,) they will try and keep a little truth on their side, but if not, 
that they won't shamelessly abuse the truth by false quotations, 
which they charge on others.

The SU Luui.s Paper Shell. 

8t. Louis, Oct. 13, 1877. 

Editor Chicago Field; —As there have liecn considerable 
comments on the appearauce of the paper ill the shells 
made by the 8t. Louis Patent Shell Co., I deem 
it but right that those who use our conical base 
shells should know our reasons for adopting that paper; When 
we were preparing to start our works we scut East to the paper 
mills to look up paper that would answer in every respect for the 
body of our shells. .Much time was consumed in this matter; 
the expense at the same time not being small. Our agent suc¬ 
ceeded ill contracting for a paper which he thought would fill the 
bill to a nicety; the paper came, and In appearances was all 
right; the shells In sufllcicnt numbers for a fair test were made; 
the conical base was in them and the result was, our hopes were 
blown to atoms; the conical base increased the explosive force 
of the powder to such an extent that the paper could not resist 
the shock. Then began a series of experiments to find a paper 
that would stand the racket The superintendent procured a roll 
of paper made for the U. M. Co., and tlie result with this 
paper was worse than with the paper we had had made for us; it 
not only proved weaker, but the powder burned through all 
over the shell. 

We were pretty near disheartened, and almost came to the con¬ 
clusion, after testing many makes of paper, that none would stand 
the test, when, by the merest accident, we got hold of a piece of 
jaiper which seemed tough and strong; a few shelis were made 
and fired with iarge loads, and eureka, we had it. After a little 
inquiry we found out the maker and contracted with him to make 
our pajier, which we have used ever since. The only fault we 
have to find is that it Is not always made of uniform strength, i. e., 
one lot came to us which was too spongy and soft, and probably 
some of this lot has fallen into the hands of the fault-finders. 

We have had some shells made which were loaded with six 
drachms of powder, two pink edge wads over the powder, aud one 
and onc-quartcr ounces of shot with cardboard wad over shot, aud 
after firing many of them we arc prepared to assert and maintain 
that no other imper than that made by Mr. Bird, of East Walpole, 
.Mass., and used by us could stand that quantity of powder with 
the addition of the conical base. As to the paper wearing the 
crimper, that's ali bosh; the best evidence to the contrary is the 
following letter from a well-known 8|K)rtsman—one whose name 
is familiar to the readers of the CiiiOAUu Field —to Mr. John 
W. .Munson, of this city: 

Ualkna. CnsRoKex Co., KAH^Sept. 29, 1877. 
John W. Munson. Esq.. 8t. Louis, Mo.; 

/tear Sir.'—I do uul wish to advertise myself, but 1 deem It niy duty 
to say eomethlnv in reference to the SL Louis shell. I have used over 
1,200; have had but seven roles fires lu all; have used same creaser 
(have it now before my eyes), and it has not worn in the least. I bare 
a very poor shooting gun, but siuce 1 commeuced using 8t. Louis 
shell, I find four drsenros of powder doee better exeention than five and 
a half dracbms in any other shell, and 1 go into field with much more 
confidence In my ability to make a bag.

It shall be the duty of the president to preside at 
ail meetings of the aHBOciatlou; to preserve order and to enforce the 
rales and regalations of the associations. 

Sbc. 2. It Shalt be the duty of the first vice-president to perform the 
duties of the president in bis absence. 

Sbc. H. It shall be the duty of the second vice-pres ident to perform 
the duties of the president in the absence of the president and first 
vice-president. 

Sbc. 4. It shall be the duty of the recording secretary to keep an 
ACtnal record of all the proceedings of this association and the Board 
of Directors in a book; to keep a correct list of the (Several subordluuiu 
associations, or clubs, with the names of their respective ofiicerH; to 
make ail necessary reports pertaining to hie office, and to issue all 
Doticeaof meetiugs. tie eball deliver to bis aucceasor in office ail 
books, papers, and other property of the association in bis poseeHsiou. 

Sbc. 5. It shall be the duty of the correspooding secretary to take 
charge of all comamnicalloDB, and reply thereto in accordance with 
aucb instractions as he may receive from the association, and to keep a 
record in a book and a copy thereof; to do such other acts and things 
In the line of bis duty as shall be required of him by the association. 
Board uf Directors or the president; and be shall deliver to his suc¬ 
cessor in office, all books and other property belonging to the associa¬ 
tion in bis possession. 

8bo. 6. It ehall be the dnty of the treasurer to receive and bold all 
the funds of the osaoclatioo, and to keep an accurate account of the 
same, and of money paid ont by order or the Board of Directors. lie 
shall pay all bills or accounts which have been approved by the Board 
of Directors, and sbail make a full report in writing to the ossoclatiou 
at lie annual meeting. Hie books shall be subject to the inspection of 
the Board of Directors of the association at all reasonable times; and 
at the eiuilratlon of bis term of office be shall surrender to his succes¬ 
sor in office, all books, papers and moneys of the association. He shall 
give A hood, of such an amount and signed by such sureties as may be 
required by the Board of Directors, for the proper performance of bis 
datiea as treasurer, and the paving over to bis successor ail moneys in 
his hands and belonging to ine association at the expiration of his 
term of office. 

8bc. 7. The Board of Directors may bold meetings whenever a ma¬ 
jority may so direct, provided that at least one week's notice of such 
meeting shall be given by depositing written notices thereof in the 
p(«t office direstuQ to each member of the board. A majority of tbe 
members ehall be necessary fora quorum; and a majority vote of the 
mrrubura present shall be necessary for the transaction of any biisl- 
oesM. 

The board shall have charge of all the property, effects and assets of 
the MsoffiailoD, and ahall have tbe management and control of tbe 
same, and exorcise 1 general superlntendeoce of Its interests and af¬ 
faire: tht^y^ball make subject to tbe approval of the association ail 
necomucy TuIim sod orders for tbe proper management of tbe business 
afTaireof the msociation; make all necessary contracts or purchases in 
the name of the assoctalloD. which are nectffisary to carry out tbe pro¬ 
visions of this constltotion. but shall have no power to make tbe asso¬ 
ciation liable for any debt beyond the amount of moneys then in the 
bands of the treasurer and not otberwiau appropriated or needed to can¬ 
cel existing liabilities against the associailuo. They shall have power 
to employ such assistants for carrying out the work of the usflocialioo 
as may be required; and generally, to do all tblngs that may be neces¬ 
sary for the proper management of tbe association, Tbe board shall 
report oil cases of vlolailon of the game laws which come to their no¬ 
tice to tbe law committee for proseentioo, or to tbe local club nearest 
to tbe place where tbe offence has been made. 

Sbo. 8. The Law committee shall have charge of all matters pertain- 
log to legislation, and to the enforcement of tbe laws of the Stale 
Against the nitlawfni killing, selling or shlpmont of game, wild birds 
and Ash in the State. They eball as early os December in each year, 
prior to assembly of the Legislature of the State, review the laws effect¬ 
ing this aRioclatioa and its purposes, aud if they fiud any modifications 
or changes neceaeary or aovanlageous, address to each subordinate 

association or club, a circular or letter, fully selling furib the proposed 

change, and urging them to assist In securing tbe necesmiry legislation 
to secure the same. They shall also hold correspondence with the sev¬ 
eral subordinate associations nr dabs, giving toem any assistauce in 
the prosecution of their work in their power. Hut no expense created 
by a subordinate asBOclaiioD or club will be paid out of the funds of 
this association. 

SBC. 9. It shall be tbe duty of each subordinate AMSociotion or club 
to enforce the laws of the SUte for the protection of game binlM ivud 
fish in the locality in which such association nr club is situated. They 
shall also assist in securlug the passage of necessary laws for the curry¬ 
ing out of the purposes of this ossoclalloo. They shall make report of 
their work to too president of this association as early os (be first day 
of May in each year. 

They shall forulsb to the recording secretary, a Hat of their oiumbers 
and officers, and shall notify him of any chai.ges in their officers. 

Art. X.—At the cuDventlon in May iu each year, there shall be 
offered, at the expense of tbe association, a gold medal or badge, or 
other suitable prize, of soch value as may he directed by the Board of 
Directors, subject to competition for proficiency at wing shoottug 
among the several snbordinate asaoclatloos or clubs represented at the 
convention. The cinb ebowlng the greatest proficiency, shall become 
tbe owner of tbe medal or prize. For competition, three members 
from each club aball constltnle a team. In all other contests of tbe 
association, all members of subordinate asBocialfooH or dabs may 
parildpats. All contests shall be conducted In accordance with the 
rui^ adopted by the association. 

Art. XI.—Honorary and all other members resident in tbe State of 
Iowa, of any dub that shall belong to this association, may take par^ 


in all contests, and shall be entitled to all rights and privileges of do! 
ogates, except voting. 

Art. Xn. —Amenanieuts or additions to this coustltulluo may be 
nmde HI the annual couveutiuu by a two thirds vole of all delegates 
preseiK.

We are ileprived of all early Vall.shooling; having no ehiekeiis 
and no early iluek slns)tliig. With iib Ihe (piaiL are all full 
gnm ti hy the l.st of Oetober, it being a very rare thing to llmi a 
young eovey after Unit date. The niontli of OeUdicr is also the 
pleasantest time in ult Ihe year for out-of-door exercise, and It ia 
inird work tti resist the temptation to take in a few*, when old 
(loliii etmics to a jaiint on a lints large covey widle out h»r wood- 
eoeks, which, by the way, an* seairc as lien's teeth in this vicinity. 
Onr elut) asis oi*g:utt/.(al fur tin* e.vpresa purpose of observing tlie 
law, al.’^.> to enfon'C the same; hut 1 fear it w*il I remain a dead letter 
on quails in this section after tin; IsL of Oetohei*. 1 have yet to hear 
of any niemiier of the club killing any, and in all proluibility they 
will forbear until the open season; hut. I dt» know of several goml, 
lionorahle s|H)rt.smen w'ho have been killing llieni for the past ten 
days, and say they will continue U) do so every year. No one 
cares to prosecute, or even cause arrests. I'ot-imnter.s are must 
uiiiiiereifully .slaying them. 

The club is aluiusL discouraged about the matter, and 1 ex¬ 
pect anoilicr year they will be doing the same thing, if they don’t 
get at it this year before the first of November. So far this Fall 
we have been spending our leisure hours siiulrrel hunting; they 
have been very thick, and in many places nearly destroyed the 
corn crops. 

I liear reports of wild pigeons being plenty In the coiiulies 
North of us, in the Big and Little .Muddy river Inittoms. 

The Parker gun seems to be the ’’Boss’* in this iieigUt)orhood, 
some five or six having been jpurcliaseil here in the pa-st two 
months.

I spent last Friday aud Saturday wltli tLc hoys at Culn), where 
they liuvc a g«)od active club, composed of some of tlie best busi¬ 
ness nien ill the city. They also are making preparations for tlie 
coming season, building a large comfortable house on Horsc-shuo 
lake, in the upper part of Alexander county, which is a grand 
place fur ducks, geese, etc. Bkaucoup. 


Kans.\s Notes. —Hiawatha, Kan., Oct. 11, 1877.— Editor CVii- 
oigo Eield;^} read with great interest “Hecapper’s” letter on 
snipes, etc., w'hich appeared in your valuable columns of last 
week, and which so ably proves that he has “been there.” I, 
however, think that it is very inconsistent, ami more than salis- 
fics me tiiat I was right when 1 said, that a dog, broken and 
hunted on snipes, (especially where he shoots), would be too slow 
and cautious for prairie work. Tliough I have done a great deal 
of snipe sluK>ting, butli here and East, yet I have never iiunted a 
dog on chickeiia tliat had been brokcif on snipes, but have fre- 
(piently done the opposite, and never found a dog, that had been 
accustomed to prairie work, that could hunt on rough, marshy 
ground any better than he could on broken glass. 

*‘K(a‘apper” slates that the snipes In Ids region are verj’ wild and 
shy, and that one rarely gets witlihi thirty yards of them; also 
that the walking is bad from muskrat holes, up to your waist in 
water, etc., etc. Now, if that is the case, for the 
life of mo I can’t see duw the blnis lie for the 
dogs, (being so wild,) or how a dog cAti show any pace, 
or range wide, on such ground. Also, if the birds are 
so wild, what is his object in bunting a dog down wind, when 
he can’t get closer than thirty yards f ”Rccappcr’s”old setter Monk 
must have had a stem-winding uosc, If he would stand the doH- 
cate-.scented little bird at thirty yards, and the idea of the quick- 
cared and wild bird not hearing him ’’smelling of ’im,” Is too 
nmcli for me. I refer “Recapper” to “Will o’ the Wisp’s” letter 
in last week’s (Jhicaoo Field for correct information of how 
thick tlie snipes are out >Vest. And now, “Reeapper,” take warn¬ 
ing, aud never bring a snipe dog out West to liunt chickens, or 
you will have all tlie old prairie droppers getting away with him. 
Habit is second nature, ami if a dog lias got to hunt slow and 
close most uf his life, (and what else can he do on such ground 
as you have in New Jersey,) he is not after biiat likely to take to 
ranging far and fast, which is absolutely necessary for a good 
chicken dog. 

Some few Bnipe.s and early ducks arc making their appearance 
here, though ns yet they are scarce. Another member of the club 
and yours truly, on last Wednesday, in about three hours’ shot)t' 
ing bagged fourteen ducka, (chiefly teals,) five snipes, (Wilson,) 
two chickens and four quails, and, thank Uod, three haw ks. The 
()uaii season opened on Oct. 1, hut cannot report any good bags 
on account, of the cover being too thick.

On Monday last, on sUiaiuHhlp City of Sidney, 
from New Zciiland, there arrived here four more birds consigned 
to the same gentlemen from tic New Zealand Acclimatatlon Socie¬ 
ty at .'Vncklaml. U(Jon their arrival the pheasants were taken 
over to (loat Island, when; they will be cared for, and where It 
Is ho}>ed, the experiment multiplying the species will succeed. 
To pi'otcct tlicotc lilrds from the |KiHsil)lc assaults of the pot¬ 
hunter, w*e umlersta?ul tltat (tcncral McDowell ims issued orders 
forbidding any shooting on the island. Anotlicr lot of plie:isaiits 
arc on their way ben^ from Auslraiiit.

PuoTJvCTtoN OF Bikiks IN FuAScK.—Acconlliig to the results of 
an action liefore the civil tribunal of Melum, In tbe Department 
»r Die Sciiic-cl-Marnc, it appears tbat in France a landowner U 
not cnlillcd to destroy upon his own proian ty Iilrds wdilcli feed on 
animals and insects injurious to his neighbors. He is even liable 
to be aHM‘h.*4cd for dum;ig<Vi for so doing in a way that would seem 
htraiigc to .Vmcricuns. Wc arc told that the plaintiil in the cuia* 
referred to alleged that M dc Scgoiisac had ordered his game¬ 
keeper to place, upon posts not far frimi his (phuiUff's) land, 
snares, in wliicli owis, imts, and oUier night-birds were frequently 
caught; tbat in spite of the repeated complaints iinuJetlie desirue- 
tion continued, and timt in ciinsequencu mlee and other vermin 
bud increased to such an extent as b) spoil his croiM. The tri¬ 
bunal, holding that these facts, If proved, would render the de¬ 
fendant liable for damages, bavc appointed three nclghls>ring 
farnuu's as experts to aaeci'ttin whut iluumge, if any, has Iwcii 
done, to the plaintltrs crops, and whether it bus iiceii causcHl by 
animals wdiose prt^uenee on his land is due to the destruction of 
birds of prey by Hie defendant. In Die event of their answering 
these tw’o (|uestions in the ailli'iuative, tliey are to assess the 
amount of damage done and report to the tribunal.

Sparrows’ Tower of Reasoiilug. 

.\ curious story, Illustrative of the Intelligence and reasoning 
power, and perhaps of the characteristic raseullty also, of 
the little twittering iiils-called “English sparrows," now so 
common In all our principal towns and cities, is revealed by a 
friend, who had It from the witness himself who saw the occur- 
iciico. The gentleman, who resides In New York, had erected, 
last spring, In his back yard, a large Imx for sparrows’ nests. It 
Wiisillvlded Into three rows, each containing four compartiiieuts.

Salmon FrotecUon In California, 


Chicago, Oct. 15, 1877. 
Editor Chicago Fibld: —There ha« been 
o( late a Tery coneldcrable upbcRVal among 
the various strata of the California press con¬ 
cerning the violation of the fishery laws pro¬ 
tecting salmon. Knowing yours to be the paper 
most earnestly advocating the enforcement of 
our game and fish protective laws, I have 
gathered a few Items of Information together 
concerning the particular act which has caused 
the above mentioned excitement, and some 
views on the salmon protective question. 

The Antioch Ltiger was the first to set the 
battle In order, and the offenders were .Messrs. 
Emerson, Corvllle & Co., who have an ex¬ 
tensive cannery on the Sacramento river. 
Sufficient direct evidence to secure the arrest of 
the members of the firm has at length been 
obtained. 

The facts of the case can be best gleaned from 
the following excerptions, which give various 
views on the salmon law question. 

The San Francisco BuUetin writes as follows; 
“The District Attorney of Solano county, as¬ 
sisted by specelal counsel employed by the Com¬ 
missioners, will conduct the prosecution. The 
case Is a plain one against the offenders. They 
have thus far made no effort to deny that they 
are engaged In this unlawful business. The 
penalty ought to be the heaviest that the law 
provides. No trifling penalty will be satisfac¬ 
tory. It Is estimated that these men have al¬ 
ready destroyed over 50,000 seed salmon on 
which the future of the California salmon fish¬ 
eries In a great measure depended. They have 
gone In to make a fortune through the violation 
of a law which honest men have respected. The 
penalty ought to be commensurate with the 
magnitude of the offense. The Fish Commis¬ 
sioners have unselfishly devoted their time for 
the past five years In stocking the streams of 
California with fish. They have done this with¬ 
out remuneration. Their labors were this sea¬ 
son bearing fruit It Is the first year since the 
artificial hatching of salmon was begun that the 
run of fish up the Sacramento has been large 
enough to justify the erection of canneries. By 
natural breeding, only 5 per cent of the ova of 
the fish Is hatched, while from 95 to 98 per cent 
is the result of artificial breeding. If the Ash 
are allowed to run to the spawning grounds 
during the spawning season, the supply may be 
perpetuated through the agency of the hatchery 
on the St Cloud. The law providing for the 
suspension of fishing during three months of the 
year, commencing Aug. 1, was framed to suit 
the wants of the fishermen. A conference for 
that purpose was held before Its passage, be¬ 
tween the Senate Committee, the Commission¬ 
ers and a number of leading fishermen. The 
law as it now exists was the result of that con¬ 
ference.” 

Mr. Redding, of Sacramento, one of the fish 
commissioners of the State, writes as one under¬ 
standing his subject to the Commercial Neme as 
follows: 

“When the fish first come in from the ocean, 
they are of a superior flavor nad quite fat, and 
showing a layer of white curd between each 
layer of flesh. As the salmon does not eat In 
fresh water after It comes In from the ocean, 
the eggs and milt are matured at the expense of 
the fat and muscular vitality of the fish. Soon 
after the first of August the eggs and milt ma¬ 
ture, the white fat and curd disappear, the sil¬ 
very scales are absorbed, and the skin turns 
black. It Is then as unfit^for human food, and as 
feverish, as a sitting ben would be If taken from 
her nest. The canneries on the Columbia river 
cease work on the first of August, and It has 
been found that salmon canoed after that date 
have so deteriorated as to Injure the reputation 
of the, whole season’s catch in foreign markets. 

It Is reported that canneries on the Sacramento 
have been at work catching and canning over¬ 
ripe fish since the first of August. The effect 
will be to reduce the reputation of the Sacra¬ 
mento salmon to second and third class. It Is 
unfortunate, as this is the first year these fish go 
Into foreign markets, and great care should 
have been taken that only perfect fish, not over¬ 
ripe, should have been sent abroad from the 
Sacramento. It la to be hoped that next season 
the canneries will repair the error, by catching 
and canning only during the season, when the 
fish are in perfect condition, aad during the 
time when proper and wholesome laws provide 
they may be eaught.” 

But per contra in the Pacific Rural Mr. T. T. 
Williams who writes “In behalf of fifty salmon 
fishermen of Sacramento river” says: 

“The salmon law, making August,September 
and Oetober close months, was framed In evi¬ 
dent Ignorance of the habits of the fish and the 
manner of taking them. 

let The nets used In this river are of a uni¬ 
form sUe mesh, via., eight-inch. There Is no 
law as to nets here, but a net that would hold a 
five-pound flsh would he too small to admit a 
twelve-pound flsh, therefore the eight-inch mesh 
has been adopted as beat fitted to catch the av¬ 
erage sized fish, sixteen-pound, and no flsh 
under nine-pounds In weight or over thirty- 
pounds can be caught In It. Thus we allow 
over one-half the flsh to escape our nets alto¬ 
gether. 

2d. As the flsh only come In the river to 
spawn, the close time should properly be when 
the spawn Is ripe; but there are two distinct 
kinds of salmon in this river, which leave the 
sea at very different times, llie first run lasts 
from March until the end of July, and Is left to 
the mercy of the flshermen altogether. The 
later run Is from about Aug. IS, until Oct. 20, 


and Is a flsh with a marked hooked jaw—the 
under jaw recoding like a pig's. It has a long 
head, and more spots on it than the first run. 
We call it the hook-mouth, or black salmon, and 
It hos never been seen in the river before August. 
Thus It will be seen that It la only this variety 
that Is at all preserved by the law, and. In con- 
seiiuencc of the current ticlng so slack, and so 
little water In the river. It Is very dllllcult to 
catch this lisli at all. The meat of this llsh is 
much harilcr and finer tlmn the early salmon. 

The month of .luly, and that alone. Is the 
proper close mouth, as then the spawn of the 
main liody of flsh Is ri|>e, and, the weatlier being 
so warm, the fish is soft, and not fit cither to 
salt, can or eat, but, as the river Is so shallow, 
and there are so few good drifts where we can 
catch the fish, there is no necessity to preserve 
the fish at all. People have bccti saying that 
there is a scarcity of fish this year: granted, but 
It was entirely on account of the drouth. The 
flsh could not get np the river; there was not 
enough water for them all, as each fish requires 
sufficient water to furnish It food. I am only a 
fisherman, and not seliolor enough to put my 
knowledge of this subject in a scientific article, 
but my knowledge comes from twenty years' 
practice." 

The question seems to be what is^ the right 
time for the close season. If Mr. Williams is 
to be be believed, and as a practical and ex¬ 
perienced llshcrmaii he should receive credence, 
there seems to be good cause for protecting the 
flsh In July as well as In August, September and 
October. The ripe fish should undoubtedly be 
protected to give them free access to the spawn¬ 
ing grounds, and the fioul flsh, which Mr. 
Williams calls a second kind of salmon, should 
of course be protected, as then they arc entirely 
unfit for food. The fact that It has “never been 
seen before August is sufficient evidence that 
there are fish ripe enough In July to require the 
protection of the law from the "accursed pot 
hunter.” Will ’o the Wisp.
